One council concept 
‘remote from people’ 


COUNCIL leaders have 
expressed surprise and 
disappointment at plans 
to shake-up councils 
across Suffolk. 

Forest Heath District 
Council, which covers 
Newmarket and Milden- 
hall, and St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, which 
covers Haverhill and Bury 
St Edmunds, are among the 
councils set to disappear if 
proposals by the Boundary 
Committee for England go 
ahead. 

The proposals, announced on 
Monday, are for a county-wide 
“unitary” council which would 
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take over functions currently 
carried out by the county council 
and seven district councils. But 
the Boundary Committee is 
proposing a separate unitary 
council covering the Ipswich and 
Felixstowe areas and Lowestoft 
would be included in the proposed 
unitary council for Norfolk. 

Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, leader of 
Forest Heath District Council, 
said: “We are extremely dis¬ 
appointed by this recommend¬ 
ation which, if implemented, 
would ignore the feelings of our 
residents, who consider that a 
West Suffolk Council, or status 
quo, would be better than this. 
This recommendation seems to 
take no account of people’s sense 


of place in their own community. 
We have always argued for local 
people making local decisions. 

“We believe that a large unitary 
council, covering Forest Heath, St 
Edmundsbury, Babergh, Mid 
Suffolk and parts of Waveney and 
Suffolk Coastal, would be 
cumbersome and remote from 
people and places which is why 
we argued for smaller scale 
unitary councils, or status quo.” 

Cllr John Griffiths, leader of St 
Edmundsbury council, said: “We 
are extremely surprised by this 
recommendation which, if 
implemented, would seem to 
ignore the feelings of our 
residents and does not present a 
solution for West Suffolk.” 

But Suffolk County Council and 
Mid Suffolk District Council have 
welcomed the Boundary Com¬ 
mittee’s announcement that it 


will be consulting on the 
alternative proposal for a county¬ 
wide unitary council - as they 
have proposed under the banner 
of ‘One Suffolk.’ 

Cllr Jeremy Pembroke, county 
council leader, said: “If people 
and local organisations support 
the ‘One Suffolk’ proposal, then 
the Boundary Committee will put 
that to the Secretary of State. 
Our ‘One Suffolk’ is the cheapest 
solution - it would save the 
equivalent of £100 for every 
household in Suffolk.” 

Consultation runs from now 
until September 26 and full 
details are on the Boundary 
Committee’s website, www. 
boundary committee, org. uk 

The Government is expected to 
make its decision in early 2009.

Campaigners look to 
covenant to stop flats 


CAMPAIGNERS fight¬ 
ing a controversial 
flats development are 
claiming that a legal 
document from more 
than 100 years ago 
could halt the scheme. 

The revelation of a coven¬ 
ant dating from 1898 res¬ 
tricting building on the site 
in Newmarket’s Bury Road 
to a single house or pair of 
semi-detached houses has 
come as developer Highland 
is marketing the flats by 
sponsoring a race at Ladies 
Day at Newmarket race¬ 
course today 

The Save Historic New¬ 
market group, headed by 
Rachel Hood, wife of top 
trainer John Gosden, is 
claiming that the covenant, 
imposed by the Duke of

Montrose, the former owner 
of the land, is still legally 
binding. 

“We have taken legal 
advice and we know of no 
reasons why the covenant 
should not be enforced,” said 
Ms Hood. 

“Our motive is to protect 
the Newmarket conserva¬ 
tion area for future genera¬ 
tions. Bury Road is the flag¬ 
ship road of British racing.” 

She said the group wanted 
prospective buyers of the 20 
“ultra-modern” flats to be 
aware of the existence of the 
covenant. 

Highland has already 
modified the plans for the 
flats, to be known as Meri¬ 


dian Gardens, in response to 
an outcry which has 
involved some of New¬ 
market’s leading racehorse 
trainers. 

David Hughes, managing 
director of Highland, said he 
was “disappointed” that the 
action group was threat¬ 
ening to enforce the 
covenant. 

“This is the last desperate 
roll of the dice on their 
part,” he said. “We had 
previously had a good 
meeting and I had offered to 
join their group to advise on 
other schemes in the town. 

“In the opinion of our 
lawyers this covenant is 
entirely without legal 
foundation. It’s a 19th 
Century restriction which is 
completely unenforceable.” 

Highland is currently 


involved in major develop¬ 
ments in Cambridge inclu¬ 
ding the former garage site 
at the junction of Hills Road 
and Cherry Hinton Road. 

The company, based in 
Newmarket, has also carried 
out a number of luxury flats 
developments in the town. 

The flats in Bury Road are 
being built in what was the 
garden of an Edwardian 
house known as The Gables. 
It was previously the centre 
of a bitter legal dispute 
between former owner, 
racehorse-owning million¬ 
aire Ivan Allan, and his 
former girlfriend Glory 
Clibbery 

It ended with her being 
forcibly evicted by court 
bailiffs in October 2004.

Fears for safety 
of missing man 

A CUSTOMER has been missing for more 
than three weeks after being asked to 
bank the takings of his local pub. 

Alistair Chivers, a regular at New¬ 
market’s Five Bells, has not been seen 
since June 16 when he was asked to 
deposit the takings of around £1,000 at 
the High Street branch of the Nat West 
bank. 

Landlady Lynn Jack said Mr Chivers, 
54, had previously done the banking for 
her. 

“It wasn’t as if it was a regular thing so 
he wouldn’t have known I would have 
asked him to do the banking when he 
came in that day,” she said. 

“He had no family and the pub was his 
family He did a lot of little jobs for people 
for a pint. 

“He was seen in the town after leaving 
the pub, but he hasn’t been seen since. 
We’re just concerned he might have been 
robbed or taken away somewhere. 

“Apparently his mobile phone has been 
traced to Belgium, but we don’t know if 
he is with it. People have tried phoning 
and texting, but he hasn’t responded.” 

Mr Chivers, known as Des, has a flat in 
Newmarket High Street and has been a 
regular at the Five Bells, in St Mary’s 
Square, for about 14 years. 

He is believed to have previously 
worked in the racing industry and at one 
stage was a minicab driver. More recently 
he has worked washing up in the kitchen 
at Tattersalls, the racehorse auctioneers 
in Newmarket. 

A Suffolk Police spokeswoman said 
they were becoming “increasingly 
concerned” for Mr Chivers’ welfare. 

“It is completely out of character for 
him to go missing in this way,” she said. 

Mr Chivers is around 5ft 8in with short 
grey hair and a beard. He was wearing a 
blue check shirt, green trousers and 
boots when he was last seen.

Lower speed plea 
to protect horses 


A CAMPAIGN for lower 
speed limits has been 
started to give greater 
protection for race¬ 
horses, riders and motor¬ 
ists in Newmarket. 

The town, headquarters of 
horseracing for more than 300 
years, has more than 2,600 
horses in training and many of 
them have to cross the road to 
get to the training gallops. 

Concern about safety was 
highlighted following a crash 
18 months ago which resulted 
in the death of a horse and put 
the rider in hospital with 
serious injuries. The car driver 
was later prosecuted for 
careless driving. 

Jockey Club Estates, which 
is responsible for the 2,800 
acres of training grounds and 
horse walks in the town, has 
called in specialist consultants 
to look at ways of improving 
safety at the horse crossings. 

Last month outline pro- 
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posals were announced to 
councillors, trainers, the police 
and other “interested parties”. 
But the work is likely to take at 
least two years to complete. 

Now William Gittus, man¬ 
aging director of Jockey Club 
Estates, has called for support 
to lower speed limits in some 
of the busiest roads which are 
crossed by hundreds of horses - 
among them some of the 
world’s most valuable. 

EAS Transport Planning, the 
consultants acting for Jockey 
Club Estates, have written to 
Suffolk County Council’s speed 
limit panel asking for a 30mph 
limit in Bury Road which has 
three horse crossings - 
including the busiest one at 
The Severals where the crash 
happened. The road is 
currently subject to a 40mph 
limit. 

The consultants are also 


suggesting that the 30mph 
limit is extended in nearby 
Moulton Road where the limit 
changes from the national 
60mph limit almost at the point 
where horses cross. 

A further suggestion is for 
the 30mph limit to be extended 
in part of Cambridge Road - 
currently 40mph - and 
reducing the limit to 50mph in 
part of the road subject to the 
national 60mph limit. 

A 30mph limit is also 
requested for Fordham Road 
where part of it is subject to a 
40mph restriction. 

Mr Gittus said: “Reducing 
traffic speed is one of the 
significant ways to improve 
safety for all road users in 
Newmarket at the horse 
crossing points.” 

He said it would be at 
minimal cost but support was 
needed to convince county 
council road chiefs to bring in 
the lower limits.

Shoppers backing campaign 
to ban plastic carrier bags 


MORE than half of a 
town’s shoppers have 
stopped using disposable 
plastic carrier bags after 
a campaign to ban them. 

Members of the Re- 
New (Recycle-Newmark- 
et) group staged three 
‘ban plastic bag days’ on 
April 1, May 1 and June 1 
when a total of 5,000 free 
reusable fabric carrier 
bags were given away. 

Now a survey based on 
observations of shoppers 
in the town’s Guineas 
shopping centre has 
shown that 54 per cent of 


them were carrying re- 
useable bags. 

Cllr Jonathan Richer, 
has taken over as chair¬ 
man of the Re-New 
group from the town’s 
mayor, Cllr Chris 
Turner. 

He said: “These results 
are astonishing. 

“They show the extent 
to which the national 
and local campaign to 
reduce use of plastic 
carrier bags has reached 
awareness and how on¬ 
board the Newmarket 
public are with its aims.” 


He added that he 
hoped to persuade town 
shop keepers to ban 
disposable bags com¬ 
pletely - either in areas 
such as the Guineas 
centre or Sun Lane, if 
not the whole town. 

“It would be absolutely 
great if we could get 
traders on board,” he 
said. 

He also suggested that 
shoppers should have a 
voluntary bag ban day 
on the first of every 
month. 


Two hurt in unprovoked 
attack at bus shelter 


TWO MEN were injured 
when they were attacked 
while chatting near a bus 
shelter in the early hours 
of the morning. 

One of the men, aged 35 
from Newmarket, suffered 
a broken cheekbone and 
was treated in Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital after the 
unprovoked attack in 
Newmarket High Street. 

The other man, also 35 
from Haverhill, suffered a 
nosebleed and a cut finger. 

Police said the men 
were attacked “without 
warning” just before lam 
on Sunday, June 29. 

The attacker was a 
white man described as 


being about 24 and about 
5ft 6 in. 

He was slim with a thin 
face, long nose and shaved 
blond hair. 

He was wearing light- 
coloured jeans and a light- 
coloured t-shirt. 

He was with a woman 
aged about 25. 

She had dark permed 
hair and was wearing a 
white top, jeans and hoop 
earrings.

Or Cllr Sadler, no 
longer dual-hatted, but reported 
in town council minutes as 
handling the valuation of land 
between 41 and 43 Field Terrace 
Road and what is described as 
“a further suitable plot in Exning 
Road.” 

Past experience gives no cause 
for optimism. The Flagship 
Housing Association has 
exhibited plans to build on 
allotment land it thinks it has 
bought from Forest Heath 
District Council. 

Part of this land is being 
cultivated by members of the 
Allotment Association whose 


lease does not expire until 2012. 
I am not competent to judge the 
hazards posed by the mast. My 
experience is that too often 
those who are competent to 
judge these matters are 
over-ruled by those with a 
vested interest. 

But whether or not the 
campaigners’ concerns are 
justified, re-siting is not the 
answer. 

If the campaigners’ concerns 
are groundless it would be an 
obscene waste of £150,000 to 
re-site it. 

If however the mast creates a 
hazard, why should it be moved 
to threaten the clapped-out old 
codgers on the allotments? Is 
their welfare of no concern to 
the authorities? 


We need some questions 
answered. 

Has 02 made an application to 
move the mast to the 
allotments? 

Has anyone in the planning 
department read it? Who has 
been sitting on it? For how long? 
How many of the 56 days 
remain? 

Who were involved in the talks - 
planning officials, other officials, 
district councillors, town 
councillors? 

When will the diggers be 
consulted? 

Or do we parade with pitchforks 
at the slope?

They do not, will not, listen 
to the people they represent 


Sir, Throughout the country it must be a 
matter of record that most “letters to the 
editor” relate to the public complaining 
about its councils and/or its elected 
councillors. 

In my experience of this the biggest 
headline is “They do not, or will not listen 
to the people they represent” and of 
course everyone has had to suffer the 
consequences. 

However, our town council has listened 
to concerns about the Clocktower 
because not only is the banning of right 
hand turns out of Waitrose needed for 
any chance of this scheme to work, they 
fail to state that right hand turns out of 
the upper floors of the Rookery car park 
to Fordham Road/Bury Road/High 
Street will also cease. 

Will everyone needing to exit the 
Rookery this way create yet another 
infamous car park problem, by waiting 
and of course obstructing others until 
spaces on the ground floor become 
available? 

Moulton Road appears to have been 
ignored altogether, and the speed at 
which horse boxes etcetera are able to 
turn left into the High Street from Old 
Station Road will be fun to watch, but 
some will use Rous Road as the 
residents already know, creating an even 
bigger rat run than at present. 

The new painted roundabout will be 
aesthetic only and if people do use it for 
U-turns then it will create yet another 
black spot for minor accidents. 

The reason the Waitrose lights are so 
important to this scheme is obvious. The 
Fordham Road in the present system 
often blocks the Clocktower and has 


become progressively worse over the 
years. The 12-hour flow chart of 2005 
issued in March, which indicates it was 
carried out at off-peak period (that is to 
say no Newmarket racing, no A14 
problems, the least busy time for visitors 
to our historic town) showed some 3,993 
extra vehicles will automatically be 
forced to use it. 

Yes, the traffic will be more than doubled 
on that section, and, it will remain only 
one lane. 

The town council has tried, but over the 
years they have failed to listen to us, so 
why should Suffolk Highways listen to 
them? 

They continue to show disregard to our 
common sense. They continue, once 
decided, to push their grand designs. 
They say they take the best available 
advice from experts and specialists in 
their field. Newmarket has been so 
cruelly abused for many years in this 
matter. Perhaps working conditions are 
too lax? 

Should we adopt the practice of industry 
and remove from office the people 
concerned?

out a major revamp of the 
College Heath Road 
offices was shelved 
because the council is 
likely to disappear in a 
merger with other coun¬ 
cils in the next two years. 

Councillors, at a com¬ 
munity services com¬ 
mittee meeting, agreed to 
carry out a “must do” list 
of improvements - which 
includes replacing the 
chairs. 

The cost of replacing 
the chairs for the 27 
councillors, as well as the 
council officers who 
attend meetings, has not 
been worked out because 
the design of the chairs 
has not been chosen. 

Other work rated as 
essential includes £19,000 
to revamp the staff room. 
But the cost could rise to 
£37,200 if it is decided to 
move the staff room from 
its present ground floor 
location to the first floor. 

The improvements to 


the staff room include a 
32-inch HD ready Free- 
view TV to replace the 
present 14-inch model, 
two new computers for 
staff to use in their free 
time and a £5,500 food 
vending machine. 

Showers are to be 
installed as part of a 
revamp of the toilets. The 
showers could be used by 
staff to freshen up before 
evening meetings or by 
those who cycle to work. 
The estimated cost of the 
work is £52,000. 

New heating controls 
are also to be installed at 
an estimated cost of 
£15,000. The work is 
intended to improve prob¬ 
lems with the heating 
system which has made 
parts of the building too 
hot while other parts are 
too cold. 

A council spokes¬ 
woman said all the work 
would be subject to the 
council’s procurement 
process which could 
“considerably” cut the 
cost.

Stables to stay 
as a temporary 
parking site 


HISTORIC racing stables 
are to continue being used 
as a temporary car park. 

Palace House Stables in 
Newmarket, the oldest 
racing yard in the world 
with a history dating back 
to King Charles II, have not 
been used since 1985, 
although they are at the 
centre of ambitious plans 
to create at horse racing- 
themed tourist attraction. 

Forest Heath District 
Council, which owns the 
stables, has been using part 
of the yard for parking for 
people using Palace House 
and Palace House Mews on 
the opposite side of the 
street. 

The House, part of King 
Charles’ palace, is used for 
weddings and other func¬ 
tions. The recently-restored 
Mews is also used for 
wedding receptions, busi¬ 
ness meetings and other 
events. 

The council’s planning 
committee has granted 
temporary planning per¬ 
mission for a year for the 


parking to continue. It is 
the second year the council 
has given temporary con¬ 
sent for parking. 

But councillors have said 
parking should be strictly 
limited to people using 
Palace House or the Mews 
and will not be available for 
public use. 

The council will have to 
re-apply - to itself - in a 
year’s time if it wants to 
continue to use the stable 
yard for parking. 

When the stables are 
redeveloped, a parking area 
for cars and coaches is 
planned at the back of the 
two stable yards with an 
access from nearby All 
Saints Road. 

Current plans involve 
using the stables to house 
retired racehorses as part 
of the Home of Horseracing 
project. 

The temporary car 
parking area will no longer 
be used once the long- 
awaited project gets under 
way.

Sound equipment dumped 
to keep neighbours quiet 


COUNCIL officials have 
dumped music equipment 
they seized from noisy 
neighbours. 

Hi-fi gear, believed to have 
originally been worth several 
hundred pounds, has been 
thrown into rubbish skips. The 
equipment included record 
decks, records and speakers. 
A Forest Heath District 
Council spokeswoman said 
she could not say where the 
equipment had been seized. 
But she said the council had 
taken action against several 
people who had persistently 
ignored warnings to turn their 
music down. 

Last year the council twice 
took a part-time DJ from 
Mildenhall to court after 
seizing his equipment. He 
was later made the subject of 
an anti-social behaviour 
order by magistrates. 


Cllr Tony Simmons, member 
champion for the 
environment, said: “Seizing 
and disposing of property is 
the last thing we want to do 
but we will not hesitate if you 
are a noisy neighbour. 

“We are committed to 
ensuring that our residents 
enjoy their homes and do not 
suffer unreasonable levels of 
noise. 

“There are too many 
residents whose lives are 
being ruined by noise, some 
of whom are vulnerable. We 
want to help residents avoid 
causing noise problems of 
this nature, but if our advice 
is being ignored we will take 
effective enforcement 
actions, such as seizing 
equipment, to protect our 
environment and 
community.”

I would 
suggest common sense is 
better - and comment that 
the Titanic was designed 
by experts.” 

He called for the curr¬ 
ent charges for using 
public car parks to be 
abolished.

Suffolk County Council, 
the roads authority, has 
said it will not agree to 
residents’ parking zones 
unless there is a clear 
majority of residents in 
favour of the scheme.

A BOY was unhurt when an older 
youth threatened him and burned a 
hole in his sleeve with a lighter.

Vets save tiger’s sight 


A RARE tiger’s eyesight 
has been restored thanks 
to experts from an animal 
charity based at 
Newmarket. 

Vets from the Animal 
Health Trust, at Kentford 
just outside Newmarket, 
flew to Tenerife earlier 
this year to carry out the 
delicate operation on a 
tiger, called Prince, in the 
island’s wildlife park. 
They successfully 
removed one of the 
cataracts which had sent 
the animal blind. 

Now Prince has 
recovered and is living a 
normal life. 

The trust routinely carries 
out eye surgery on dogs 
and cats and has 
previously carried out 
operations on a snow 
leopard, a seal and even 
a duck. The trust’s team 



of Dr Keith Barnett and 
David Donaldson were 
accompanied by Andrew 
Greenwood of the 
International Zoo 
Veterinary Group. 

Mr Donaldson said: “It 
was very important that 


the tiger was fully 
sedated before the 
anaesthetists entered the 
enclosure to place the 
breathing tube in his 
lungs. 

“It was also essential that 
the depth of anaesthesia 
was monitored very 
closely, so the tiger 
remained fully asleep 
throughout the 
procedure." 

Dr Barnett said: “The 
operation went like a 
dream. 

It has made such a 
difference to his sight 
and therefore his quality 
of life. It was excellent - 
better than we could 
have expected.” 

Since the procedure, 

Loro Parque has told the 
AHT that Prince is doing 
well.

Practice environmental awareness from home 


NOW is a great time to 
get out in the garden and 
enjoy the sunshine and it 
is also a perfect time to 
take up home com¬ 
posting. 

There are hundreds of 
excellent reasons for 
composting at home, but many 
people are simply unaware that 
this is one of the easiest ways 
they can help the environment 
in their own daily life. 

Each year two wheelbarrow 
loads of organic waste are 
produced for every person in 
England. That’s enough 
organic waste annually to fill 
the Royal Albert Hall more 
than 400 times over. This waste 
can be recycled in to nutrient- 
rich compost for use for all 
manner of plants in gardens up 
and down the country. 

It is not just garden 
trimmings that can be 
composted. A staggering third 
of a household’s waste can be 
composted at home and that 
can make a huge difference to 
the amount of waste which is 
sent to landfill sites each year. 
When organic waste is sent to 
landfill it gets buried under 
other waste and decomposes 
without oxygen, producing the 
powerful greenhouse gas, 
methane. However, when the 
same waste is composted at 
home it breaks down with 


oxygen and no methane is 
emitted By composting at home 
you also cut down on the 
amount of energy used 
annually on transporting 
domestic waste to landfill sites 
all over the country and get free 
fertilser for use on plants and 
gardens. 

All you need to start 
composting at home is a 
compost bin - discounted bins 
are available from 
www.recyclenow. com/compost 
Just input your postcode to see 
which compost bins are 
available in your area. Once 
you’ve purchased a bin you 
need to site it somewhere easily 
accessible in the garden, 
preferably directly on the earth 
so worms can find their way 
into the bin. 

Filling up the bin is simple. 
Many people who already home 
compost are unaware of the 
variety of items that can be 
recycled by home composting. 
Uncooked fruit and vegetable 
peelings from the kitchen can 
go straight in to the compost 
bin, as well as dead flowers and 
plant prunings. 

In order to create a balanced 
compost, you need to ensure 
that you mix these ‘greens’ 
with equal amounts of fibrous 
‘browns’ like scrunched up 
cereal boxes, insides of toilet 
rolls or shredded paper. The 
perfect mix of green and brown 


items create an environment 
where microbes can break 
down the mix of organic waste 
naturally into a rich dark 
compost for use on plants and 
gardens. Other items you might 
not have thought you could 
compost include: 

■ Egg shells; 

■ Tea bags; 

■ Coffee grounds; 

■ Dog hair; 

■ Hamster bedding 

■ The contents of your vacuum 
cleaner. 

If you want to cut down on 
the number of trips you make 
to the bin, it would be worth 
getting a composting caddy for 
your home. You can use the 
caddy to store up biodegradable 
household waste such as 
vegetable peelings but you need 
only empty it into your 
compost bin when it is 
convenient. You can buy 
compost caddies from many 
retailers and the Recycle Now 
website, or alternatively you 
can just use an old ice cream 
tub. 

Home compost is a product 
that will help your garden and 
the environment as a whole - 
putting valuable nutrients back 
into the soil and helping 
gardens to look healthier and 
more beautiful.

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Work spoils 
tower’s old 
character 

WORK carried out on an historic 
water tower has harmed its character, 
according to council planners. 

Planning permission was only 
applied for after work had been 
carried out on the century-old tower at 
Herringswell Manor Farm, near 
Newmarket. 

But permission was refused by 
Forest Heath District Council which 
wants to see the listed building 
restored. 

The council has objected to the 
replacement of the render on the walls 
of the mock-Tudor tower and the 
replacement of the leaded light 
windows with modern windows with 
lead effect applied to the glass. 

Council planners said: “In the 
opinion of the Local Planning 
Authority, the loss of the roughcast 
finish on the water tower seriously 
detracts from its special architectural 
interest, and its value as part of this 
group of buildings. 

“By replacing the materials of 1907 
with something quite different, the 
authenticity of the listed building has 
been compromised and its historic 
character diminished. 

“A smooth render has been finished 
to imitate roughcast. This has altered 
the character of the building as well as 
its final appearance. 

“In any other context this may be 
acceptable, but in the context of a 
listed building it is not.” 

They also said the mock leadwork on 
the new windows was “insubstantial 
and meaningless”. 

Now an appeal has been lodged in a 
bid to overturn the council’s decision 
to refuse permission. The appeal will 
be considered in writing by a 
Government planning inspector who 
will also visit the tower.

Landmark tree to get the chop 


A LANDMARK tree is to be 
cut down after a council 
expert warned it could 
pose a danger to drivers 
and pedestrians. 

The copper beech tree in The 
Avenue, Newmarket, was found to 
be suffering from a disease which 
affects its roots. 

Now the tree is to come down - 
even though it is the subject of a 
preservation order. 

Bill McCavish, Forest Heath 
District Council’s tree officer, has 
found that the beech is infected 
with meripilus giganteus, a white 
rot common to similar trees.

The disease attacks the lower 
stem base and roots causing them 
to become brittle and affecting 
the anchorage of the tree. 

A district council spokeswoman 
said: “Inspections have shown 
that the tree could be blown 
down. As it is close to the road 
and to a bus stop the decision has 
been taken to fell it. 

“The tree is an old one and 
looks very healthy in full leaf, but 
the disease became evident last 
winter and has been inspected by 


Forest Heath District Council’s 
arboriculture expert. 

“He has confirmed the tree 
should be classified as ‘dead, 
dying and dangerous’ and there¬ 
fore exempt from the usual 
planning process for felling trees 
subject to tree preservation 
orders.” 

The tree stands on land owned 
by Tattersalls, the racehorse 
auctioneers. 

John Morrey, a spokesman for 
Tattersalls, said: “It is a great 
shame to have to remove such a 
fine tree, but regrettably we have 
no option. We will plant a 
replacement later in the year.” 


The copper beech will be felled 
within the next two weeks. 

Earlier this year there was an 
outcry when another landmark 
copper beech, which had been 
visible across the town’s 
racechorse gallops, was cut down 
as part of a luxury flats 
development in Bury Road, 
Newmarket. 

Developers cleared scores of 
trees from the site, formerly the 
garden of a house called The 
Gables, leading to the formation 
of an action group aimed at 
preserving the town’s historic 
heritage.

Death crash driver was dazzled by bright sun 


AN INFLUX of Asian 
workers involved in the New¬ 
market horseracing industry 
has led police to produce 
crime prevention leaflets in 
different languages. 

Leaflets and posters are to be 
published in Hindi and Urdu as well 
as English for distribution to 
stables where they work. 

The town has a growing number 
of Asian stable staff and some have 
been victims of crime. 

Now the town’s Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Teams are taking steps to 
make sure they know their rights 
and what to do if they suffer racial 
abuse or other forms of crime. 

Sergeant Jo Garrard, who leads 
the two teams, said: “The Asian 
community is growing in New¬ 
market, with an increase in migrant 
workers travelling to England to 
work in horseracing. 

“The Newmarket Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Teams are aware of a 
small number of isolated incidents 
where individuals within this 
community have been victims of 
crime. 

“It became apparent that for 
workers new to the country there 
was no information in their own 
language to advise them on how to 
report a crime, or how to have their 
say on policing.”

Sgt Garrard and Joe Carter, from 
charity Racing Welfare, visited 
stables in Newmarket to speak with 
the Asian migrant workers. 

Some of the workers spoke of 
their concerns and told the officers 
they were unclear what to do if they 
became a victim of crime or a racial 
incident. 

Sgt Garrard and another member 
of the teams, Pc Lee Sampher, have 
been on a Muslim culture course to 
help them understand the issues 
the migrant workers face. 

She said: “We have learned that 
the expectations of what incidents 
should be reported are different in 
England to some of the home coun¬ 
tries of the workers. The New¬ 
market Safer Neighbourhood 
Teams can also now direct migrant 
workers to other agencies from 
whom they may need further 
support.” 

Funding has been provided by 
Suffolk Police Authority member 
Brian Harvey, and Shammi Jalota, 
Suffolk County Council’s social 
inclusion manager, for the 
production of multi-lingual inform¬ 
ation about the work of Newmark¬ 
et’s Safer Neighbourhood Teams. 


LOW sun played a part in a crash 
in which a cyclist died, an inquest 
heard. 

Graham Peachey, 45, was killed 
in an early morning collision with 
a car in which the bright sun was 
shining towards drivers travelling 
up a narrow road off the All. 

Suffolk coroner Dr Peter Dean 
recorded that Mr Peachey’s death 
was accidental. He died at the 
scene of the crash on the C623 
Tuddenham road from a broken 
neck and multiple injuries. 

Dr Dean read from statements 
made by police officers and other 
witnesses at the inquest in Bury 
St Edmunds. He said Mr Peachey, 


an accounts manager of Milden¬ 
hall Road, Barton Mills, near 
Mildenhall, was wearing dark 
clothing as he rode his bicycle on 
the morning of November 12 last 
year. 

Dr Dean said Brian Camps, the 
driver of the Volvo car which 
collided with his bicycle, later told 
police that the sun was very 
bright and there was shadow on 
the verge. 

After the impact he reversed 
back and saw Mr Peachey lying in 
the roadside ditch and his bicycle 
in the hedge. 

He called the emergency ser¬ 
vices and started CPR resusci¬ 


tation on Mr Peachey. He told 
police he had been driving at 
between 50 and 60 mph. 

Dr Dean said a police accident 
investigator reported that the low 
sun “was causing visibility 
problems” although other drivers 
had avoided obstructions in the 
road following the collision. 

He said the investigator 
concluded that Mr Camps had 
“failed to see” the cyclist before 
the collision. 

After the hearing a Suffolk 
police spokeswoman said no 
action was being taken against Mr 
Camps.

Jockeys’ silks tipped to 
be big winners in sale 


DISTINCTIVE jockeys’ silks could 
sell for more than £50,000 at an 
auction in Newmarket. 
Auctioneers Bonhams are 
expecting a set of plain terracotta 
silks and cap to attract a lot of 
interest - not only from racehorse 
owners wanting to have the right 
to use them, but from investors 
who can buy them to resell at a 
profit. 

It is not just the silks and cap 
which the successful bidder will 
be buying, but the right to use 
the colours on British 
racecourses. 

Plain-coloured silks have 
become increasingly rare and 
therefore more valuable. 

Among the best known and most 
recognisable colours are the 
plain sky-blue of Sheikh 
Mohammed’s Godolphin racing 
organisation - usually worn by 
top jockey Frankie Dettori. 

The colours are being released 
by the British Horseracing 
Authority in conjunction with 
Weatherbys, the registration 
organisation for the racing 
industry. 



In our weekly column, 
reporter JOHN GOODE 
takes a look behind the 
racing scene to bring you 
news from in and around 
the stables. 


A total of 15 different sets of 
colours will be up for grabs at the 
sale, to be staged at the 
racehorse auction ring at 
Tattersalls, Newmarket, on 
Saturday, July 19, along with a 
range of racing memorabilia. 


A set of pink racing colours, with 
royal blue epaulettes and cap, 
are being sold to benefit Cancer 
Research. Their estimated sale 
value is £4,000 to £6,000. 

Michael Steel, Bonhams regional 
director, said: “For the 
uninitiated, racing colours can be 
something of a mystery but they 
are part of an important racing 
tradition and an essential element 
of the racing world today, helping 
racing commentators and race¬ 
goers to identify horses, jockeys 
and owners.” 

Colours were first used around 
the middle of the 18th Century. 
They were originally voluntarily 
introduced but then became 
required by the Jockey Club. 
Toby Watson, of Weatherbys, 
said: “As the number of owners’, 
and therefore colours’, 
registrations has increased - 
from 9,000 to over 20,000 in the 
past 30 years - it is becoming 
increasingly difficult to find a 
plainer set of colours for new 
registrations, although there are 
several million standard colour 
combinations available.”

Divining the old-time 
country cabin sound

WHEN Seattle singer- 
songwriter Laura Veirs 
announced her latest tour 
of England on her website 
she charmingly referred to 
the UK as “the old world”. 
It’s this fascination with the history 
of her surroundings which also 
recently drew her to the Deep 
South of America to channel the 
spirits of her musical inspirations. 
After sneaking songs by The 
Carter Family, Mississippi John 
Hurt and Elizabeth Cotton into her 
live sets for the past decade she 
finally got around to recording a 
handful of them for her self- 
released tour EP Two Beers Veirs. 
“I first heard these songs almost 
10 years ago when I was studying 
with this teacher in Seattle who 
helped me learn about country 
blues and old-time songs,” she 
says. 

“Elizabeth Cotton is amazing, 
she’s an American folk legend but 
so many people don’t even know 
she existed. 

“I didn’t come from the South and 
there are real differences between 
northern and southern people but 
I play them from the heart bec¬ 
ause I feel connected to them.”

It wasn’t the first time she had 
made a musical connection with 
old time legends The Carter 
Family. Country music fans will 
know June Carter married and 
performed alongside Johnny

her last album Saltbreakers, 
Laura’s Nashville-born boyfriend 
and producer Tucker Martine - 
who counts June and Johnny’s 
son John Carter Cash among his 
friends - arranged for her to 


record the track To The Country in 
the cabin. 

“It felt almost mystical being in 
their space,” she says. 

“Their family pictures were on the 
wall which was really surreal, there 
was even a stained glass window 
with May belle Carter in it playing 
her autoharp. 

“The song is about how I want to 
move to the country so I can see 
the stars so it was very fitting.”

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Honda saloon strikes Accord 


SOMEBODY did a survey 
recently which revealed that 
the vast majority of us 
cannot programme our DVD 
players. 

So when I sat in the new Accord 
and faced the array of technology 
it now provides, I wondered if 
Honda had not taken a step too far. 

Its aim is to raise the Accord to 
status car level, benchmarking it 
against such potential rivals as the 
BMW 3 Series. The list of main 
competitors gives the clue as to the 
way Honda is thinking. It includes 
such cars as Audi A4, Lexus IS and 
of course the BMW 3 Series. 

The quality is there. And the 
pricing takes it into the status car 
level, starting at £19,260 on the road 
for the entry level ES Saloon and 
running up to £24,560 for the GT 
level Tourer. 

Much of what appears on the car 
depends on whether you have 
chosen the Advanced Navigation 
Pack or the ADAS pack which con¬ 
cerns itself with safety, including 
getting you and the car ready for a 
crash if it thinks one is coming. 

So it was with interest that I 
went out with one of Honda’s

technical people to see how the car 
would pick up the white lines on 
either side of your lane, and 
prepare itself for a crash. 

It was unable to find the white 
lines apparently because it was 
raining, and it ignored the wall of 
foam rubber blocks ahead of us, 
presumably because it wasn’t in 
the mood. If it had found the white 
lines it would have given us an 
audible warning if we were 
drifting towards them. 

But if we forget all this playstuff 
from clever Japanese engineers 
who, I think, are largely doing 
things simply because they can, 
the new Accord comes across as a 
very desirable car. It handles 
brilliantly and has a deep quality 
feel to all the controls. I know the 
wipers work well because it poured 
with rain all the time I was driving 
it in Scotland and the car is

capable of cornering reassuringly 
in the wet road conditions. 

The interior is roomy and 
plushily comfortable. There is the 
sort of space at the rear that 
upmarket people expect for their 
legs. And if you are in a mood to 
listen to your iPod, or talk hands 
free on the phone or play with 
gadgetry then the Accord is for 
you. A Tourer (or estate car) 
version is due out later in the year. 


I have seen a specimen of it and if 
the present Accord just isn’t roomy 
enough then it will certainly be 
worth waiting for.

You bring a car you 
built with limited resources 
and it’s appreciated and 
complimented by a car 
builder who has perhaps 
spent ten times as much 
building his car, it gives you 
an amazing sense of 
achievement.” 

Hudson spent a grand 
total of £550 for his VW pick 
up ‘rat-rod’, including the 
purchase price and all the 
modifications, which he 
undertook himself. “I turbo¬ 
charged it using an old GTD 
engine I had laying 
around,” says Hudson, 
“turned the boost up to 
30psi and modified the fuel 
pump to supply the fuelling 
to match. So I made a very 
torque-y car that could beat 
quite a lot of cars off the 


line, but in the end the boost 
blew it apart.” 

The friendliness and 
admiration for everyone’s 
cars at Fendubbers monthly 
meets make it really 
relaxed, easy-going and 
heart-warming when one 
sees the respect and 
enthusiasm these guys 
harness for cars costing 
even just half-a-grand. But 
some are expensive labours 
of love; imported Ventos, 
brand new GTis and classy 
Coraddos, the legend that 
replaced another legend, the 
Scirocco, of which there are 
also plenty in the 
Fendubbers’ brigade. 

Matty Loveridge, a 
fabricator from Wisbech 
owns a meticulously 
maintained Golf Mark 1 
Cabriolet, done in a sort of 
California surfing/Euro 
style. “I choose the cabby 
because I’ve loved Mkls ever 
since I was little and wanted 
something fun for the 
summer while I’m building 
my GTi,” explains 
Loveridge. “I’ve modded it 
in a style I like, whatever 
you want to call it, Euro, 
OEM+ (Original Equipment 
Manufacturer) . . . Simple 
but effective is what I like. 
It’s all about the details,” 
quips Loveridge. 

Indeed - and it’s all about 
the love for the little guys.

Lucamo facing a weighty issue

DAY TWO of Newmarket’s July Festival today 
is Ladies’ Day and the feature race is the 
Group Two Princess of Wales’s WBX.com 
Stakes. 

For the second successive year Lucarno will 
line up, hoping to improve on his fourth place 
behind Papal Bull last time. 

Lucarno, the strapping son of American 
stallion Dynaformer, won the St Leger at 
Doncaster last September, but since then John 
Gosden’s colt has not registered another 
placing, finishing well beaten in both starts 
this season. 

Gosden said: “It’s a little tough having won 
the St Leger because you have to carry a 
penalty in races like this. 

“He’ll be giving 51b to some good horses and 
that’s why it’s been more difficult.” 

Gosden has been far from disappointed with 
the colt’s performances this term, but the 
chance to race on ground other than soft is a 
positive. 

He said: “He won the St Leger on good to 
firm and his best form is on better ground. 
But, like most horses, he doesn’t mind it good.” 

The trainer confounded many experts by 
winning the final Classic of the year with a 
horse many people thought would not get the 
extended 14-furlong trip. 

That was Lucarno’s only try over a distance 
further than a mile-and-a-half, and there are 
no plans to attempt it again. 

“As a St Leger winner you have two 
choices,” says Gosden. “You become a ‘cup’ 
horse or go back to a mile-and-a-half. 

“His mother was a sprinter, so there was 
never an option of him going for the ‘cup’ 
races.” 

Whatever happens today, Gosden has 
grander plans for his colt for later in the year. 

“He’s still coming back to his best and he’s 
improving all the time,” said the trainer. “I see 
him as a horse who’ll be coming to his best in 
the autumn for some good races in September, 
October, November time.” 

The trainer is also looking further ahead for 
his other stable stars Pipedreamer and Raven’s 
Pass. He said: “We’re delighted with 


Pipedreamer after his third in the Eclipse, but 
the ground was a little quick for him. He’ll 
now go for something like the Rose of 
Lancaster and I wouldn’t dismiss the 
Juddmonte International if the ground was 
good.” 

And Raven’s Pass is set to continue at a mile 
after a drop back to sprinting in the July Cup 
was ruled out. 


“Raven’s Pass isn’t running in the July Cup 
because he’s going to stay at a mile for the Prix 
Jean Prat at Chantilly next week,” said Gosden. 

More immediately, however, how does the 
trainer rate the chances of his big horse in 
today’s race? “He’s got that 51b penalty and 
that’s tough. He got a little heavy during his 
time off - he just needs racing at the moment,” 
said the Bury Road-based handler. 


PENDLETON AND EDGAR GET THE NOD FOR GETS OLYMPIC SQUAD 



VICTORIA Pendleton and Ross 
Edgar have booked their places on 
the plane to the Beijing Olympics. 

The cyclists have been confirmed in the 
Team GB squad as the sport aims to build 
on its success at the Athens Games four 
years ago. 

Mildenhall Cycling Club member 
Pendleton, who has set her sights on the 
medal rostrum after missing out in 
Greece, will be leading the charge. 

She was sixth in the time trial and ninth 
in the sprint, but since then has gone from 
strength to strength, highlighted by gold 
medals in the sprint and the team sprint 
at the World Track Championships in 


Manchester. “I’m really pleased to be 
selected,” said Pendleton, who will 
compete in the sprint in China. “It’s an 
honour to be selected, especially in such a 
strong squad. 

“I’m looking forward to going to Beijing 
and building on my form from the World 
Championships in Manchester earlier this 
year.” 

Newmarket-based Edgar, the former 
Scaltback pupil, will also be appearing at 
his second Olympic Games, and has been 
selected for the team sprint and the 
keirin.
